A  Treatife  entituled,  The  School ^Boys 
Emulation;  or.  Their  Second  Best 
Exercise  :  Defign’d  to  prevent  their  eager 
purfuit  of  fundry  diversions,  and  to  imbue 
their  volatile  minds  with  heroic  virtues,  by 
learning  them  the  excellent  myftery  of  mar¬ 
tial  difcipline  ;  fo  that  they  may  be  annually 
formed  into  a  National  Militia ;  even  with¬ 
out  any  manner  of  prejudice,  or  the  lealt 
impediment,  to  their  fcholaftical  education  : 
Therefore  I  recommend  thefe  fair  Propofals, 
in  duty  to  all  our  firm  Britifh  Rulers,  for  the 
Ipeedy  regulation  of  a  fcholaftic  Militia* 


Mcjl  Worthy  Patriots  of  all  Ranks  : 

E  L I G I O  N  has  undoubtedly  convinced  my 
judicious  readers,  ot  real  Chriftian  princi- 

_  _  pies,  that  our  fchool-boys  mu  ft  firft  learn, 

to  glorify  their  Creator,  fince  Divine  Worfhip  will 
always  be  accounted  the  beft  exercife  in  his  fight : 
Whereas  I  judge,  nay,  partly  affirm,  that  their 
fecond-beft  exercife  confequently  follows  ;  fo  they 
jfhould  next  be  taught  the  ufe  of  arms,  at  all  fea- 
fonable  opportunities,  according  to  the  laws  of 
nature,  in  readinefs  to  defend  their  native  country 

upon  any  emergent  oc^afion. 

B  Confider 
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Confider  ferioufly  of  this  weighty  affair,  fo  ye 
will  perceive  that  many  forward  fchool-boys,  whole 

i  i  -  n . .  .  i  O  ^^1  are  well  able  to 
read  their  Bibles,  if  not  converfant  in  the  rudiments 

ot  Grammar,  when  they  arrive  at  feven  or  eight 
years  of  age  and,  without  doubt,  muft  then  have 
iome  idea  of  their  duty  to  the  Deity  :  Howfoever, 
as  they  come  to  be  nine  or  ten  years  old,  I  judo-e 
that  fome  of  their  martial  inftruftions  fhould  g?- 
neially  commence,  fince  many  poor  lads  are  forced 
away  at  eleven  or  twelve  ;  but  all  others  fhould  be 
iucceffively  continued  in  pradtice,  at  leaft,  until 
ney  arrive  at  the  age  of  thirteen  or  fourteen 
years  ;  when  many  of  the  lower  clafs  go  for  ap¬ 
prentices,  or  menial  fervants,  fo  they  will  certainly  , 
be  the  htteft  perfons  to  march  in  any  Militia,  and 
to  git  in  the  room  of  their  refpedlive  mailers: 
lince  the  Scripture  fays,  Train  up  a  child  in  the  way 

he  Jhould  go,  when  he  is  young ;  and ,  when  he  is  old, 
he  will  not  depart  from  it. 

Perhaps  I  fhall  meet  with  fome  people  that  will 
a  k  (as  a  great  ruler  over  the  Jews,  queried  about 
the  New  Birth  ;  faying  to  our  Saviour,  —How  can 
~i)  tjing  be?)  viz.  How  can  we  find  a  fufficient 
number  of  fmall-arms,  for  all  the  fchool-boys  of 
Gieat  Britain,  fuitable  to  every  young  perfon’s 
ize,  and  flrength  of  Body?  But,  whenfbever  the 
i.  ublic,  or  any  particular  Perfonages  in  power, 
may  bepleafed  to  give  me  an  order,  I  fhall  quickly 
anlwer  that  queftion ;  peradventure,  with  feveral 
o tiiers,  that  they  lhall  propofe  in  reafon,  upon  the 
lame  fubjeft:  namely,  byfhewing  them  how  different 
counterfeits,  of  any  fize,  may  be  made  at  an  eafy 

u^CI\Ce  ’  fQrne  pattern  firelocks  and  bayonets, 
o  luch  patterns  fhould  be  required,  that  will  an- 
wei  the  learner  s  end  of  exercile  in  great  per¬ 
fection. 
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fedtion,  if  not  equal  to  the  heft  arms  in  his  M;> 
jefty’s  Tower  of  London. 

Having  thus  contrived  counter-firelocks  for  a 
young  Militia,  I  may  probably  be  afked  this  fol¬ 
lowing  queflion  *,  —  Where  fhall  we  find  proper 
mailers,  duly  qualified,  to  teach  fo  many  fcholars 
their  military  profeffion,  without  a  vafl  expence  to 
the  public  ?  In  which  cafe  my  anfwer  is  ready,  as 
there  commonly  are  dilbanded  foldiers  enough  in 
want  of  bread,  that  would  probably  inflrudt  all 
our  Britifh  youth  with  pleafure,  on  the  fmall  con- 
fideration  of  bed  and  board  in  their  native  coun¬ 
ties  ;  fo  that  their  pay  from  Chelfea  College,  if 
they  have  any  out  penfions,  will  fupply  them  with 
decent  apparel,  and  fome  pocket-money  :  Which 
method,  I  prefume,  muft  confequently  prove  a 
double  benefit ;  not  only  by  Hatching  many  dif- 
banded  foldiers  from  extreme  wretchednefs,  feem- 
ingly  infupportable  at  prefent,  but  alfo  by  pro¬ 
moting  the  future  fervice  of  our  gracious  King 
and  Country. 

Some  people  may  probably  objedt  againft  old 
foldiers,  as  unfit  perfons  to  adb  for  drill -ferjeants, 
becaufe  they  don’t  underhand  the  Pruffians  exer- 
cife,  that  feems  now  vaftly  in  vogue  all  over  thefe 
Kingdoms  :  But,  with  great  fubmiffion  to  fuch 
objedfors  judgment,  I  boldly  prefume,  thofe  men 
that  are  well  verfed  in  General  Bland’s  Difcipline, 
may  foon  be  acquainted  with  the  Pruffians  method, 
or  any  other  exercife  in  Europe  :  More  efpecially, 
if  they  be  fent  to  learn  fuch  new  motions  by  the 
Guards  at  London,  where  the  moft  of  our  march¬ 
ing  drill- ferjeants  were  obliged  to  repair  •,  perhaps, 
from  all  parts  of  Great  Britain,  before  they  could 
teach  that  lame  art  to  their  refpedtive  regiments  : 
Therefore  I’m  lure  it  Hands  to  reafon,  that  all  ap~ 

B  2  pointed 
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pointed  teachers  of  any  Militia,  without  excep¬ 
tion,  mould  firft  take  their  inftruftions  from  the 
lame  fountain-head  (efpecially  till  the  marching 
regiments  are  all  perfect)  and  muft  be  well  ap¬ 
proved  of  by  fome  experienced  officers,  relative  to 
ail  the  prefent  methods  in  practice,  that  fuch  a 
regulated  Militia  may  readily  join  our  regular 

01  ces  upon  the  very  firft  appearance  of  an  mva- 
lion. 

.  England  and  Wales,  according  to  calcula¬ 
tion,  contain  9291  pariffies ;  moft  probably  there 
may  be  fome  veterans,  capable  of  teaching  the 
military  art,  either  in  or  near  every  pariffi  :  other- 
wie,  there  commonly  are  fit  men  enough  in  Chel- 
fea  College,  as  aforefaid,  to  fupply  the  places  of 
1*1  i’ferjeants  ;  and,  perhaps,  will  officiate  as  coun¬ 
try  fchool-mafters  likewife,  where  fuch  double 
duty  may  be  greatly  wanted. 

But  I  muft  caution  all  fuch  invalids,  whether 
they  have  been  nop-commiffion  officers,  or  only 
private  foldiers,  who  may  have  the  honour  of  ber 
ing  appointed  drill-ferjeants  on  this  occafion,  i.  e. 
never  to  beat  nor  abufe  their  young  Militia  under 
arms,  upon  any  pretence  whatfoever,  on  the  pe¬ 
nalty  of  being  cafhiered  ;  neither  to  ufe  any  deipi- 
table  geftures,  nor  provoking  language,  that  they 
did  not  like  themfelves,  when  their  hands  and 
tongues  were  tied  in  the  ranks  !  Altho’  the  cafe 
will  be  altered  here,  in  a  great  meafure  ;  for  their 
learners  arc  not  to  confift  of  galley-flaves,  nor  fure 
l.fbed  foldiers,  but  all  afpiring  voluntiers,  and  re¬ 
cruits  upon  courtefy ;  therefore  they  muft  have 
a  1  due  encouragement,  according  to  their  genius 
and  feveral  capacities,  fo  that  their  exercife  may 

feem  a  pleafure,  rather  than  a  tafk  enjoined  by 
public  authority. 


I 
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Every  body,  that  has  been  acquainted  with  any 
fort  of  fchools,  muft  certainly  know  the  paft  un¬ 
lucky  pranks  of  moft  fcholars,  in  the  long  ab~ 
fence  of  their  refpeftive  mailers *,  namely,  at  Chrift- 
mas,  Eafter,  and  Whitfuntide  :  Which  three  fea- 
fons  they  frequently  have  had  five  or  fix  weeks 
holidays  (fo  called)  that  were  as  frequently  fpent 
in  ridiculous  diverfions  *,  fo  they  corrupted  their 
morals  of  courfe,  to  the  greateft  degree,  and  com¬ 
monly  endangered  their  lives  or  limbs  !  Befides  too 
much  freedom  at  thefe  conftant  feflivals,  with  fe- 
veral  others  accidentally,  moft  fchool-mafters  allow 
their  fcholars  two  half-days  play  every  week,  and 
two  hours  each  of  the  other  four  days  at  dinner-; 
time  •,  whereas  it  is  well  known  that  one  hour,  or 
even  a  fingle  half-hour,  would  be  time  fully  fuffi- 
eient  to  fill  their  bellies,  or  to  empty  all  their 
fatchels  :  Therefore  I  would  have  our  promifing 
fchool-boys  employed  at  all  fuch  vacant  feafons, 
when  the  weather  will  permit,  in  learning  fome  of 
thofe  ufeful  arts,  whereby  they  may  fhortly  be  en¬ 
abled  to  defend  the  Britifh  nation. 

In  cafe  every  two  of  the  aforefaid  parifhes,  leffer 
with  the  larger,  fliould  have  but  twenty-four  of 
their  eldeft  fchool-boys  yearly  difeiplined,  they 
would  amount  to  111,492  young  warriors,  well 
train’d  every  year  (above  the  number  propofed  by 
the  late  aft,  to  be  compleated  thefe  nine  or  ten 
enfuing  years)  howfoever,  I  am  fully  perfuaded, 
that  feveral  ambitious  ftriplings,  by  ftriving  to 
excel  each  other  in  the  famous  arts  of  war,  will 
not  only  be  far  more  expert  than  a  mature  Militia, 
but  likewife  vye  with  our  regular  troops  in  twelve 
months  time, 

Whenfoever  fuch  a  Bill  fhall  pafs  both  Houles 
of  Parliament,  the  moft  of  our  ableft  fchool-boys 

in 
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cona°,e?;BrifIain,1  by  thrdr  boundlefs 'ambition  for 
ccmquuhn  all  other  cafes,  mult  in  courfe  be  well 

qualified  for  felf-defence  :  Or  even  to  aft  on  the

^  make  no  manner  of  doubt,  but  all  file 
Majefty’s  loyal  fubjeds,  both  in  North  Britain 

ext  ole"  f  T  qUkkly  f°Il0W  fuGh  a  IaudabIe 
bright :  f°  thfC  we  may  have  a  IarSe  number  of 

bnfk  lads,  yearly  trained  up  to  Books  and  Arms 
(perhaps  upwards  of  200,000  every  year)  either 

tlo  r-thK  abroad,  or  Lnnes  and 

1  S  111  the  -R°yal  NaW  •>  not  forgetting  the  pri- 
va.eers,  nor  yet  the  private  fhips  of  our  adven¬ 
turous  merchants,  where  fuch  difeiplined  forces 
fay  be  ft«ftly  required  :  Befides,  leaving  brave 
ellow-s  enough  at  home,  to  guard  all  our  fea-coafts 
agamft  the  French,  or  any  furious  invaders  under 

the  fun,  that  fhall  dare  attempt  to  fet  a  foot  in 
tnele  realms. 

What  has  given  me  great  encouragement,  the 
mod  of  our  young  nobility  (faith  an  experienced 
Officer )  “  Are  remarkably  fond  of  their  military 
uties  •,  ror  they  feem  to  prefer  the  honour  and 
real  advantage  of  that  fervice,  either  to  their  eafe 
or  any  private  intereft  As  this  is  the  true  mar- ‘ 
t;a!  fpirit,  rarely  to  be  found,  but  in  perfonao-es  of 
exalted  virtue,  I  mud  take  leave  to  inftance"a  few 

of  thofe  great  men,  who  lately  flione  in  the  Mili¬ 
tary  World :  viz. 

^  King  William  III.  of  immortal  memory:  Read 
General  Bland’s  Difcipline,  chap.  viii.  art.  i._ 

1  he  lane  Duke  of  Lorrain,  famous  for  freeing 
the  Empire  from  the  Turkilh  yoke  ;  by  raifing 
the  liege  of  Vienna,  1675,  with  great  {laugh¬ 
ter 
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ter  of  the  Infidels.  —  The  Vifcount  Turenne, 
Marfhal  of  France  ;  famous  for  his  battles  in  Ger¬ 
many,  and  the  reduction  of  Flanders  to  the  French 
power. — Great  John,  Duke  of  Marlborough  •,  his 
glorious  victories  are  ftill  recent,  and  whofe  me¬ 
mory  will  be  ever  dear  to  the  Genius  of  Britain. — 
Great  Eugene,  Prince  of  Savoy,  colleague  with 
the  Duke  of  Marlborough  in  his  victories  over  the 
French. —  Peter  the  Great,  Czar  of  Mufcovy  ;  re¬ 
markable  for  founding  a  vaft-  Empire,  and  culti¬ 
vating  a  rude,  unpolifhed  multitude,  by  teaching 
them  the  arts  of  war,  &c.  with  great  fuccefs. 

Our  fluffing  patterns,  laft  mentioned,  notwith- 
ftanding  their  high  rank  and  fuperior  perfonal  en¬ 
dowments  (faith  the  fame  Veteran)  “  Efteemed  it 
both  honourable  and  neceflary,  on  their  firft  fally- 
ing  out  of  private  life,  to  be  well  inftrudted,  not 
only  in  the  ufe  and  exercife  of  arms,  but  even  in 
the  moft  minute  branches  of  all  the  common  and 
extraordinary  duties  of  the  private  centinel,  as  well 
as  thofe  of  the  officer :  thus,  by  a  well-grounded, 
theory,  they  foon  became  matters  of  thofe  warlike 
arts,  which  made  them  the  real  terror  of  their 
enemies,  befides  the  emulation  of  fucceeding 
ages.”  —  Since  all  thofe  famed  Generals  atchieve- 
ments,  acquired  by  alacrity,  and  remarkable  hu¬ 
mility,  were  of  public  utility,  which  feldom  or 
never  fails  of  accumulating  honour ;  not  only 
our  noble  youth,  but  likewife  other  general  officers, 
would  do  well  to  imitate  fuch  brave  heroes,  that 
our  immediate  leaders  may  alfo  be  crowned  with 
everlafting  laurel. 

We  ffiould  likewife  confider,  at  this  important 
juncture,  the  rifing  virtues  of  their  prefent  Royal 
and  Serene  Highneffies  j— -the  Duke  of  Cumber¬ 
land,— the  Prince  of  Orange,  —  and  the  young 

Prince 
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Prince  of  Sweden  : — Since  I  am  allured,  notwitfi- 
Handing  their  pre-eminent  Rations,  they  were  all 
early  inured  to  the  loweft  exercifes,  and  then  trained 
up  gallant  companies  of  courtiers  fons  from  their 
infancy  :  which  fair  examples  of  thefe  young  war¬ 
riors,  fet  forth  in  a  clear  light,  I  dare  almoft  ven¬ 
ture  to  affirm,  will  raife  a  fine  emulation  in  our 
afpiring  fcholars ;  whofe  true  friends  may  ftill 
encourage  them  further,  by  fome  free  contribu¬ 
tions  towards  gunpowder,  and  giving  prizes  for 
the  beft  Marks-boys,  as  they  grow  expert  in  arms  i 
fince  a  number  of  butts  are  to  be  erefted  in  theiH 
refpeftive  counties,  for  the  better  encouragement  of 
a  riper  Militia ;  I  fancy  our  lads  may  borrow 
their  firelocks  upon  all  fuch  occafions,  in  cafe 
they  are  not  afraid  of  being  beat  with  their  own 
mufkets. 

Let  our  Rulers  but  ferioufiy  confider,  as  they 
are  the  beft  judges,  what  great  objections  were 
made  in  the  fenate  thefe  two  years  paft,  againft 
any  General  Militia’s  being  compofed  of  grown 
men  ?  One  fefiion,  I  think,  the  bill  was  entirely 
rejected,  as  a  method  impracticable ;  and,  the 
very  next  meeting  of  Parliament,  it  feems,  a  pro- 
pofal  was  made  to  the  Houfe  for  raifing  60,000 
directly  *,  but,  after  their  fitting  all  the  laft  fpring, 
as  it  appears  by  an  extract,  the  laid  Bill  has  only 
paffed  for  32,000  men  :  which  fmall  number  mu  ft 
naturally  be  accepted,  fince  our  natives  can  fpare 
no  more  from  fundry  occupations  *,  namely,  with¬ 
out  committing  the  molt  grofs  neglect,  if  not  un-^ 
pardonable  crime,  of  cultivating  their  grounds  ! 

Neither  may  fo  many  grown  perfons  be  conve¬ 
niently  fpared,  in  a  promifcuous  manner,  to  harrais 
round  the  rugged  country,  merely  for  grand  pa¬ 
rades,  and  pompous  rary dhows,  at  all  commands, 

notwith- 
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notwithftanding  our  prefent  danger !  Unlefs  we 
make  a  real  dearth  in  the  land,  that  may  prove 
far  worfe  at  length  (not  for  the  pooreft  fort  of  peo¬ 
ple)  than  this  long  fufpedted,  and  ftill  more 
perfpicuous,  artificial  famine !  Whereas  our  ju¬ 
dicious  Legiflature,  I  do  really  believe,  only  no¬ 
minated  fuch  a  little  number  at  long-run  (com¬ 
pared  with  thole  multitudes  of  other  powers)  for 
immediate  fervice  in  cafe  of  rebellion,  or  the 
needful  fatisfaftion  of  many  importunate  conftitu- 
ents  ;  whofe  juft  refentment,  for  the  great  difgrace 
and  lofs  of  Minorca,  feemingly  made  them  requeft 
luch  a  numerous  body  of  grown  Militia,  as  their 
difcreet  reprefentatives,  after  a  long  deliberation, 
might  find  extremely  difficult  and  dangerous  to 

effect !  elpecially,  at  this  critical  conjuncture  of 
national  affairs. 

>  Therefore  I  am  very  much  afraid,  that  out 
riper  Militia,  fuppofe  it  be  raifed,  will  even  dwin¬ 
dle  away  by  degrees  •,  if  it  don’t  die  without  re¬ 
demption,  during  the  next  Peace,  or  whenfoever 
the  noife  of  our  Ioffes,  and  the  clamour  of  War 
fhall  become  dormant :  But,  neverthelefs,  with  a 
proviio  that  tnele  Propofals  take  place,  according 
to  my  good  intentions  for  the  Britiih  Government; 
in  all  probability,  a  growing  Militia  may  live  fo 
long  as  the  world  endures,  and  our  pofterity,  that 
may  ftill  perfevere,  will  feemingly  prove  one  of 
the  moft  warlike  nations  in  it. 

More  efpecially,  I  prefume,  if  their  fchool-boys 
never  play  with  batts  and  ball ;  hand-ball  or  foot¬ 
ball,  tennis-ball,  nor  any  fuch  trifling  toys :  which 
great  variety  of  deftructive  games,  very  likely  will 
never  be  known  to  the  next  century,  in  cafe  ouf 
fine  fcholars  renounce  them  all  direftly,  for  the 
iah.e  of  learning  fbme  more  uleful  and  manly 

C  divertife- 
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divertifements :  namely,  the  dexterous  arts  of 
playing  their  bombs  and  balls,  if  they  mud  needs 
play  with  any  fort  of  balls  ;  either  mufket-ball,  or 
fome  thundering  cannon-ball,  fo  that  they  may 

be  able  to  annoy  their  encroaching  enemies  any 
way. 

Queftionlefs,  thofe  Britifh  parents  of  fublime 
notions,  or  being  led  by  any  peculiar  motives, 
wanting  their  darling  Ions  taught" the  noble  art  of 
Gunnery,  may  have  feveral  penfioners  of  well- 
known  experience,  by  their  long  fervice  in  the 
Royal  d  rain  of  Artillery  j  whole  ftudious  endea¬ 
vours  for  their  fie  ill  in  theory,  befides  a  feries  of 
actual  practice,  may  likewife  further  appear  on 
the  fame  confederation,  according  to  my  propofais 
of  bed  and  board  for  Chellea  College  Penfioners. 
But,  as  a  great  many  foldiers  were  difbanded,  both 
Horfe  and  Foot,  after  15  or  16  years  faithful  fer¬ 
vice,  without  any  benefit  of  the  Royal  Bounty ;  I 
therefore  judge  it  very  juft  and  reafonable,  that  all 
fuch  men  Ihould  be  firft  preferred,  if  they  fhall  be 
found  capable  upon  a  ftrict  enquiry,  with  refpeft  to 
their  paft  life  and  converfation :  Which  non-penfion- 
ers  mull  have  a  fma.ll  falary  of  courfe,  befides  their 
bed  and  board  at  free-coft,  for  their  better  encou¬ 
ragement,  or  be  put  upon  the  penfion-lift  of  their 
refpeblive  corps ;  remembering  that  all  fuch  ap¬ 
pointed  Teachers,  according  to  my  plan,  muft  not 
only  read,  and  write  a  plain  hand,  but  likewife  be 
l’elefted  men  of  found  morals. 

By  the  vicious  deportment,  too  often  difeovered 
in  our  foldiery,  fome  people  may  be  very  apt  to 
fufpebt,  that  we  have  no  veterans  of  conlcientious 
virtue ;  not  fo  much  as  one  of  true  morality 
amongft  us,  even  to  fave  our  whole  fraternity, 
aitho’  an  Angel,  or  a  Prophet,  fhould  plead  our 

caufe 
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caufe  before  the  Lord,  as  faithful  Abraham  plead¬ 
ed  for  a  wicked  city  in  the  Land  of  Canaan  !  But, 
thofe  wrong-headed  people,  that  cenfure  all  our 
cloth  fo  hard,  for  the  fake  of  fome  licentious 
brethren,  will  certainly  find  themfelves  greatly 
milhiken,  upon  a  fair  fern  tiny  into  all  our  actions : 
Notwithstanding  there  be  many  reprobates  in  the 
ranks  (perhaps  more  hypocrites  in  the  Churches) 
fuch  impious  perfons,  once  perfectly  discovered, 
are  fhunned  by  the  reft  every  where  elle,  to  my 
certain  knowledge. 

Good  reafon  why  *,  for  I  have  been  well  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  British  Army,  at  home  and 
abroad,  thefe  laft  twenty-four  years  or  upwards  ; 
yet  never  knew  a  regiment  without  lome  religious 
officers,  nor  even  a  Tingle  troop  or  company  with¬ 
out  feveral  devout  foldiers  *,  whofe  virtues  may 
vye  with  thofe  cenforious  perfons  (that  defpife  their 
proteftors)  of  any  other  profeffion,  perhaps  in  all 
our  gracious  Sovereign  King  George’s  dominions  :  • 
Therefore  I  have  a  great  opinion,  and  am  pretty 
confident,  how  all  impartial  judges  will  readily 
allow,  that  our  brave  officers  and  foldiers,  or 
fuch  genuine  difpofitions  to  Chriftiamty,  moral 
honefty,  and  humanity  •,  whofe  perfons  were  ex- 
pofed  to  the  fhot  of  our  adverfaries  abroad,  for 
the  nation’s  welfare,  fhouid  not  ftand  for  fhoot- 
ing-butts,  nor  may-games  after  their  fafe  return  : 
A-ltho’  our  molt  valiant  bands  in  former  wars, 
now  feeble  difbanded  fervants,  have  frequently 
been  remarked  of  late,  in  a  very  fcornful  and  ri¬ 
diculous  manner,  for  the  bolts  of  bufy  fops,  or 
drunken  fots  upon  alehoufe  benches  at  home  ! 

Zealous  affedions  for  my  native  land,  after  all 
our  great  Ioffes  over-fea,  judged  for  want  of  more 
fuch  forces  as  are  here  difdained,  chiefly  occafions

l  owet  s,  by  a  current  report,  carefs  their  careful

, f  am5’  m  cafe  thcy  wefe  but  fo  well  acquainted 
molt  exotic  nations  commonly  are)  with  all 
T  e  necehary  duties  of  a  military  life  :  Therefore 
I  recommend  fuch  experienced  tutors  for  our

,10111  their  cradles,  and  alternately  trained  in  the 
eminent  difcipline  of  war,  even  from  their  com- 
mon  fchools  or  higher  academies. 

iTing  pietty  well  allured,  as  Britons  were  bred, 
according  to  the  Scripture,  they  will  always  beat 
me  .a me  road }  or,  a  great  majority  of  brave 
men,  at  lean,  will  maintain  their  integrity :  fo 
mat  ,uch  a  felect  number  of  drill-ferjeants,  and 
refpcchve  lchool-malcers,  may  affift  each  other-, 
oy  leading  up  thofe  brave  lads  in  the  fear  of  God 

a,one’  With  an  unfeigned  regard  for  their  native 
country,  neceflitous  kindred  efpecially,  and  a  na- 

wm  al ; eccion  towards  their  trufty  neighbours  : 
Vviiicp.  virtuous  qualifications  of  our  icholars, 
wcH  connected  with  their  martial  accomplifnments, 
wn,  in  courie  prepare  them  effectually,  at  all  events 

•  or  a  vigorous  defence  of  his  Majefty’s  Crown 
and  Dignity, 


Quickly  after  thefe  aforegoing  paragraphs 
v.cie  am 'pok'd,  in  Auguft  1757,  when  I  travelled 
"  mY  cwn  affairs,  many  or  the  country  peoole 
*  enied  ^quite  difahefted  !  whofe  names  had  lately 
n  L --'f1'5  in  particular,  by  their  refpedlive  con- 
iiuo.cs,  j°i  a  National  Militia  ;  Therefore  I  prq- 
Vn  ed  tome  of  thofe  rollicks,  with  God’s  permif- 
u°n  trie  next  National  AflembJy,  to  addrefs  the 

King 
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King  and  Government,  that  fuch  like  grievances 
might  fpeedily  be  redrefled. 

Altho’  home  of  our  clod-hoppers  feem  to  want 
cultivating,  in  feveral  refpects,  more  than  thofe 
i'tide  Mufcovites  afore-mentioned  ;  but,  we  ought 
to  confider,  our  country  boors  have  the  light  of 
Scripture  (that  they  feem  dubious  of  lofing  en¬ 
tirely  !)  beiides  many  other  advantages  of  Liberty 
anal  Property  ;  formerly  unknown,  if  not  yet  myf- 
terious,  to  the  dark  Mufcovians  !  So  that  our

Unlefs  our  Legiflature  make  fome  material 
amendments,  by  removing  feverai  objections  to  a 
late  Aft,  the  very  next  Seffion  of  Parliament,  I 
doubt  we  fhall  have  a  Civil  War  amongll  our 
felves!  Our  daily  bread  being  dear,  hufbandry 
woi  k  veiy  clrcap,  and  the  labourers  required  to 
light,  oi  leain  to  foim  the  hollow-lquare,  for  little 
or  nothing, — are  efteemed  intolerable  hardlbms  1 

P”1'  Pecl<  loaves>  many  people  fay,  were  ufually 
fold  for  three  fhillings  apiece,  or  upwards ;  but  of 
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late,  if  not  yet,  now  in  October  1757,  at  about 
hail  a  crown  each  loaf-,  which  bread  may  well  be 
afforded,  as  the  moft  penetrating  judges  affirm,  at  - 
eighteen  pence  a  peck,  lo  long  as  we  have  fuch 
gieat  plenty  of  corn  in  the  country:  Therefore  I 
hope  our  wife  Rulers  will  take  thefe  friendly  hints, 
meant  for  timely  precautions  (fmall  hints,  compared 
with  the.  fecrets  referved  for  his  Majefty  in  Coun¬ 
cil)  fo  as  certain  ftatutes,  for  our  daily  food,  and

Yet  I  would  not  be  underftood  to  mean,  that 
the  late  Act  fhould  be  entirely  difannulled,  thro5 
any  vain  prefumption,  on  purpofe  to  forward  my 
own  favourite  fcheme :  No,  my  firm  patriots, 
forne  articles  of  both  fchemes  are  fo  effential,  in 
my  real  eftimation,  that  I  fincerely  believe  in  my 
own  confcience,  either  of  the  faid  plans  alone, 
can’t  be  well  brought  to  any  great  degree  of  per¬ 
fection,  without  being  fucceffively  encouraged'  by 
the  other  part  :  Therefore  I  heartily  wifh  for  feme 
neceflary  alterations  in  the  laid  A6t,  or  that  all 
wealthy  parifhes  would  affume  the  fame  public 
fpirit,  according  to  their  power,  fo  as  to  follow 
the  fine  example  of  this  lubfequent  veftry ;  fup- 
pofed  in  the  Weft  Riding,  Yorkfhire,  where  the 
liberal  Marquis  of  Rockingham  is  Lord  Lieu¬ 
tenant  :

Virtue  in  one  Veftry,  fo  remarkably  broke 
forth,  as  my  reafon  didates,  fhould  be  fufficient 
to  banifh  vice  from  all  the  reft ;  fince  the  ftrid 
juftice,  and  equal  generofity,  of  thefe  Veftry  Gen¬ 
tlemen,  on  this  urgent  occafion,  can  never  be  too 
much  admired,  nor  fcarce  enough  imitated  :  But, 
howfoever  the  riper  Militia  may  be  ordered  here¬

Thirty  Guineas  or  upwards >  ft  opt  under  fuch  crafty 

Connivers 
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Contrivers  as  are  now  renown  d  for  Bravery ,  (not 
one  Angle  Word  of  Bribery  nor  Corruption  !) 
But  all  fuch  credulous  Britonsm ay  be  more  careful 
the  next  general  Reduction  ;  fince  the  molt  of 
thofe  injur’d  Veterans  aforementioned,  near  noo 
in  Number,  by  a  common  Rumour,  went  di redly 
to  the  French  King  for  Bread  !  Therefore,  we  need 
not  much  Wonder  in  t  he  Main,  howMarlhal  Rich- 
lieu  came  fo  well  acquainted  with  our  Mines ; 
when  he  would  not  let  his  Army  take  PoJfeJJion  of 
thole  two  fmall  Ports,  that  were  faid  to  be  aban¬ 
doned  by  our  Forces ;  aoubtlefs,  with  a  Deftgn  to 
Mow  up  the  Beliegers  :  But,  thole  old  Birds  would 
not  be  (o  ealily  catched  ;  fince  our  experienced 
Cajl-Ojjs,  that  fled  to  France  (for  want  of  their 
long  Arrears)  can  give  their  prelent  Officers  perfed 
Intelligence  of  St.  Philip's  Subterraneans. 

General  Blakeney  bears  the  Charader  of  a  bold 
Commander,  as  it’s  a  very  natural  Caufe,  amongli 
all  Friends  and  affedionate  Countrymen,  to  Jpeak 
the  bell  of  their  own  Companions  ;  but,  who  can 
be  anfwerable  for  his  confcientious  Principles  (whe¬ 
ther  he  lofe  or  keep  the  jirong  Fort  of  St.  Philip’s 
Caftle)  or  his  good  Condud  before  the  Siege  com¬ 
menced  ?  Efpecially,  if  there  be  any  Truth  ob- 
ferved  in  a  positive  Advertifement,  that  mention’d 
his  fining  the  Blunders  22,000  Dollars,  and  fo 
excufed  all  thofe  treacherous  Subjeds  from  any  fur¬ 
ther  Service  ;  when  they  had  obllinately  refus’d  to 
take  up  Arms  again  It  the  French? 

Could  not  our  Governor  confine  the  rebellious 
Magijtracy  1  And  loon  compel  fome  of  the  Re/l  to 

bear 
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bear  Arms  through  fear ,  before  his  powerful 
Enemy  landed  at  Furnelh  Cattle,  or  Ciudadclla  ? 
Rather  than  accept  of  fuch  a  trivial  Sum,  as 
4.4°°  Pounds y  for  the  Military  Cheft,  or  his  own 
Perquifites  !  otherwife,  he  fhould  have  made  all 
fufpeSled  Rebels  quit  the  Ifland,  without  any  fur¬ 
ther  Dilpute  ;  efpecially,  fuch  robujl  Natives,  as 
were  formerly  imploy  d  about  our  Fortifications ; 
fincethofe  that  are  not  for  us,  (faith  our  Blotted 
Saviour)  will  confequently  be  the  moftagainft  us; 
But,  through  fuch  grofs  Negledt  of  Governor 
Blakeney ,  we  find,  the  crafty  Foe  procured  five 
hundred  of  thofe  effective  Labourers  every  Day  ; 
and,  without  doubt,  fo  many  bufy  Informers  of 
the  famous  Engineer  Crosby’ s  Decoys  ! 

Howfoever  our  fortity’d  Ruler  may  be  reduced 
at  prefenr,  or  obliged  to  Parly  with  his  powerful

bury  their  boafted  Honour  under  Ground  !  Not- 
withttanding  his  Excellence  kept  the  Pretender  out 
of  Stirling-Cafle ,  perhaps  that  poor  Enemy  could 
give  him  no  great  Allurement,  nor  Temptation  of 
Gold  to  furrender  that  Garrifon  ;  whereas  we  Ve¬ 
terans  know  by  Experience,  how  any  ftrong 

Fort 
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Fort  may  Hand  fecure  enough,  until  it*s  vigoroully 
formed  :  But,  in  Cafe  our  exalted  Governor  came 
off,  quite  uncorruped  from  Scotland-,  might  not 
more  abfolute  Power,  at  the  remote  Illand  of 
Minorca ,  foon  alter  his  Property,  and  tempt  him 

to  proceed  like  fome  of  his  lucrative  Predecef- 
fors  ? 

Suppofe  our  fani  d  Governor  took  thofe  native 
'Turncoats,  even  for  true  Subjects,  at  his  firft  Ar¬ 
rival;  might  not  feven  Years  Experience  fhew  him 
their  Perfidy,  in  fome  Perfection,  before  the 
French  arrived  to  drive  him  from  his  fine  ProlpeCt 
at  Portmahon  ?  Provided  there  had  been  no 
Pernor  as  (Sea  Lamprey ,  clinging  Fijh)  in  the  Me di- 
terranean  ?Nox  Levant  Go\d-]S)u  ft.,  flying  about  the 
Sea-Coaft  of  Minorca ,  to  prevent  all  his  fair  Pe¬ 
netration  ? — When  Marfhal  Richlieu  firfl:  landed 
at  Ciudadella ,  we  find,  the  Chief  of  thofe  Magi- 
Jlrates  paid  him  great  Compliments ;  then  fent 
their  Peafants  for  Help,  to  bring  his  Baggage  on 
Shore  with  more  Expedition,  and  made  the  great 
Bells  of  their  Churches  to  Ring  for  Joy !  But,  in 
all  Probability  ;  if  there  had  been  no  Bribery,  nor 
bafe  Corruption  in  the  Cafe,  their  Clergy  muff 
have  rung  the  Hand-Bells,  or  fung  Te-Deum 
under  St.  Philip's  Caftle:  which  famous  ConduCt 
(of  our  Commander)  might  have  kept  their  Inferiors 
more  Loyal  ;  if  not  molt  effectually  aw’d  the  fuper- 
ftitious  Country  People,  and  made  them  extreme 
anxious  to  preferve  their  own  Church  Rulers, 
rather  than  to  repair  the  broken  Roads  for  any 
Foreign  Troops.

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In  fhort,  thofe  native  Rebels  were  idoliz’d  lo

fuit  of  Pleafure  with  the  Natives,  mult  confe- 
quently  be  a  Secret  belt  known  to  himfelf,  and 
iome  of  his  Bottle  Companions  mojl  in  Favour  : 
Did  he  not  bring  a  large  Cheft  full  of  Poppets  with 
him  to  Portmahon,  reprefenting  a  brave  Regiment 
of  Men  under  Arms,  if  not  a  vaft  numerous 
Army,  defigned  to  perform  a  famous  new  Exer~ 
cije  of  his  own  Invention  ? — By  Report  of  his 
particular  Favourites,  he  faid,  one  of  his  Poppets 
was  always  an  awkward  Fellow  ;  therefore  he 
threw  that  little  painted  Image  thro’  his  Chamber 
Window  :  However,  fome  merry  Soldiers,  to  my 
certain  Knowledge,  made  a  Jhow  of  it  in  the  Main 
Guard ;  but  he  foon  turned  their  Mirth  to  Sorrow 
and  Mifery,  as  they  were  frequently  pefter’d  with 
the  fame  fantaftical  Exfercife,  where  Care  enough 
was  taken  to  keep  their  craving  Bellies  empty,  Vo 
that  they  might  run  the  fafer  away  from  any  o- 
ther  Enemy. 

Thus  my  Readers  may  eafily  perceive,  how  a 
dexterous  Governor  made  new  Poppets  of  old  Sol¬ 
diers,  not  forgeting  to  bring  their  Officers  upon 
the  Stage  likewife;  when  both  embarrafs' d  Parties 
gave  him  many  bitter  Curfes  behind  his  Back! 
Moreover,  they  commonly  fuggefted  by  Way  of 

F  Derifion , 
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Derifion ,  that  he  feemed  far  better  qualify’d  for  a 
Manage)  of  fome  Poppet  Show ,  than  to  govern 
our  Garrifons  abroad  in  time  of  War  t  fince  he 
partly  abolilhed  our  perfedt  eftablifhed  Exercife, 
with  an  ambitious  View  to  introduce  his  own 
Dilcipline  :  But,  I’ve  been  credibly  allured.  Sir 
William  Boothby,  Major  of  Colonel  Kennedy's  Re¬ 
giment,  refuted  to  Fatigue  his  Men  with  any  fuch 
Innovations } until  lome  Orders  came  from  England-, 
iince  he  was  fure  the  King  himfelf,  and  fome  of 
the  beft  Judges  in  his  Majefty’s  Service,  had  not 
only  pafs’d  their  unanimous  Approbation,  but  alfo 
had  authori fed  General  Bland’s  Book  of  Exercife 
throughout  the  Britifs  Army. 

Yet,  ourTopicks  abound  with  Governor  Blake- 
nef  sfine  Atchievements,  and  his  Guardian  Bravery 
to  Perfection,  as  all  great  Exploits  were  attributed 
to  him  alone  ;  like  an  Angel  of  the  firft  Magni¬ 
tude  :  For,  it  feems,  no  manner  of  Encomiums 
are  paid  to  any  other  Commanders,  nor  to  thofe 
laborious  Bands  that  hand  the  Batteries  upon  all 
Occafions  !  Ralh  Britons ,  take  Care  ;  will  ye  rob 
the  Diety  of  his  Dignity,  or  deprive  the  King  of 
his  Diadem,  and  Crown  their  whimfical  Deputy 
with  all  the  Spoils,  belides  a  Garland  of  everlaft- 
ing  Laurel'?-  Why  fhould  one  mortal  Man  have 
fo  much  Idol Praife,  as  if  he  could  preferve  all  the 
King’s  Dominions  by  himfelf,  even  e’er  ye  know 
any  Thing  Material  of  his  real  Merit  ;  or  whether 
he  may  not  prove  (upon  Trial)  one  of  the  greateft 
Raparees  ever  bred  in  Europe  ?.  Remember,  it's  not 
Governor  Blakeney  s  Prudence,  near  fo  much  as 

God  s 
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God’s  Providence,  that  governs  over  all  Armies, 
and  animates  the  Gunners  to  fight  your  Battles  ; 
by  giving  them  true  Courage  to  face  all  Dangers, 
elpecially  in  defperate  > Sieges,  and  the  .famous  Art 
to  Point  their  ponderous  Cannon  for  Execution, 

before  they  pollibly  candifmount  the  French  Bat¬ 
teries. 

Let  our  prefumptuons  Leaders,  therefore,  give 
Glory  to  the  Supreme  Artift,  and  Reward  all  his 
diligent  Labourers  With  more  Equity  than  afore¬ 
mentioned  ;  left  their  long  Arrears  ariie  in 
Judgment,  againft  fuch  unjuft  Rulers,  as  it’s  fre¬ 
quently  exprefs’d  in  Scripture  ;  fo  provoke  the 
Omnipotent  to  Fight  againft  thofe  cruel  Oppref- 
fors  !  Peradventure,  General  Blakeney' s  Friends 
will  yet  alledge,  juft  as  they  did  in  the  former  Part 
°f  when  a  Report  prevailed,  that  Fort  St. 

Philip's  capitulated  on  the  26th  of  May ,  viz. _ 

‘  However,  if  the  Place  is  loft,  ’tis  not  the  Go¬ 
vernors  Fault,  our  Enemies  do  Juftice  to  his 

*  Courage  and  Conduit,  and  fay,  ’tis  Pity,  (altho’ 
at  the  fame  I  ime  they  are  glad  of  it)  that 

*  .England  has  not  many  Officers  of  his  Merit.' 

Such  lofty  Compliments,  doubtlefs,  were  fine 
Strains  of  French  Policy  ;  for ,  they  feemed  con¬ 
fident  of  the  Fort,  in  a  little  Time  after  they 
landed ;  and  even  pretended,  through  French 
Pride  (probably  in  Contempt  of  Englijh  Wifdom) 
that  our  Garrifon  wanted  skilful  Gunners  !  Whofe 
refolute  Fires,  neverthelefs,  by  their  own  Forti¬ 
tude,  often  fruftrated  the  numerous  Befiegers  Ex¬ 
pectation  :  Therefore,  I  boldly  prefume,  thofe 
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baffled  Officers  extol  d  General  Blalteney' s  Bravery, 
with  a  double  View  of  Advantage  to  themfelves: 
/.  e.  In  all  Probability,  both  to  fet  forth  their 
Native  Country’s  Politenefs,  and  more  efpecially 
to  Amufe  the  impatient  Court  of  France.  . 

+  So  ends  an  Ext  raft ,  from  what  was  called, 
a  very  dirty  Sheet  of  P^per  !  Now  referred  to  the 
judicious  Legifature  of  Great-Britain  (with  due 
Regard  to  the  Ladies )  and  the  'judgment  of  their 
Conftituents  in  general;  efpecially  thofe  worthy 
Patriots  that  addrejfed  the  King,  and  inf  rubied 
their  reprefentatives  with  Sincerity ;  not  only 
relative  to  the  moft  wilful  negledt  of  Minorca ,  but 
likewife  to  enquire  about  the  Reafons  of  all  our 
national  Mifcarriages. 

Mr.  Thomas  Collett ,  as  I  am  very  credibly  allur'd, 
was  formerly  Capt.  of  a  Vejjel  trading  to  Jamaica-, 
but,  how  juft  he  has  been  to  his  Mariners  (by  his 
bafe  Demeanour  to  me)  let  the  World  judge  with 
Equity  :  For  my  own  Part,  I  fufpedt  that  he  got 
the  moll  of  his  Pelf,  to  make  himfelf  a  London 
Merchant,  by  picking  out  the  Brains  of  poor 
Britons!  Since  Alderman  Beckford ,  I  am  dill 
per /waded,  is  a  Gentleman  of  more  Honour,  than 
to  keep  my  Work  fix  or  /'even  Weeks -,  and  then  to 
fend  it  back,  without  allowing  me  a  fuitable  Re- 
compence,  for  my  Trouble  and  Lofs  of  Time  : 
Therefore  I  have  great  Realon  to  judge,  that  Capt. 
Collett  had  carried  my  Copy  ( for  Lucre  of  Gain) 
amongft  fome  of  General  Blakenef  s  Friends ;  and 
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made  the  Senator’s  Abfence  a  Pretence,  only  to 
fupprefs  thofe  well-meant  DiJ'coveries  l

§  During  the  King's  Refidence,  at  his  German 
Dominions,  I  applied  to  Sir  Robert  Walpole  ;  but, 
received  no  Anfwer,  as  my  Application  concerned 
fome  fraudulent  Officers  !

.  '+*  Qil’ckly  after  that  Difmiftion,  I  lifted 

into  the  Royal  Train  of  Artillery ,  and  did  the 
Amg’s  Duty  fometime  at  Woolwich  Warren  ; 
where  my  Service  was  fo  well  approved  of,  that 
the  Captain  Commandant ,  very  often,  promifed 
me  fpeedy  Preferment :  And,  in  the  mean  Time, 
gave  Rave  to  refide  at  London ,  about  my  own. 
Bufinefs ;  only  to  appear  conftantly  at  their 
Monthly  Mufters,  and  then  return  back  to  my 
own  Occupation. — Do u b 1 1 e fs ,  that  Commander 
little  fufpedted  my  real  Defign  ;  but,  Peradven - 
lure ,  as  a  Clerk  in  this  great  Metropolis,  rather  than 
a  Writer  againft  any  of  his  Brother  Officers.— In 
brief;  the  bare  Remembrance  of  that  bad  Ufa^e 
aboveinentioned,  with  many  other  cruel  Oppref- 
iions  to  the  fame  Purpofe,  excited  me  to  compofe 
a  Book  of  one  half  Crown  Price  -,  entitled.

James's :  Which  Page,  after  their  Mujefties  De¬ 
parture,  perufed  my  Title-Page,  then  run  into  the 
Court  without  my  Books  ;  whom  I  quickly  follow’d 
and  defcribed  him  to  a  Lady,  that  went  diredtly 
for  an  Anfwer,  leaving  the  Doors  open  ;  fo  that  I 
could  fee  a  Ring  of  great  Officers,  fitting  round  a 
Table  in  the  third  Room,  with  Silver  Tankards, 
feveral  Decanters  and  Glafies  before  them  :  From

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his  fair  Intelligence  ;  then  told  him  of  my  own 
SuJ'picion  ;  that  fome  of  the  Military  Officers,  moft 
probably,  hadfent  a  Angle  Guinea  ;  with  a  Deftgn, 
if  any  ways  pofftble,  to  conceal  my  Prefen ts  from 
both  of  their  Majefties  !  Therefore  I  refilved  to 
frefent  them  with  two  more  Books  at  St.  James's , 
lead  the  others  ffiould  be  intercepted ,  and  to  pay 
my  juft  Compliments  for  the  fame  Guinea,  that 
was  lent  me  by  their  Page  at  Kew-Green. — All 
thofe  gallent  Gentlemen,  then  prefent,  approved 
of  my  Refolution  :  But,  alas  !  the  very  next 
Week,  our  gracious  Queen  Caroline  was  feized 
with  her  la  ft  Sicknefs,  and  departed  this  Life  ! — 
Oh  !  Fatal  Cataftrophe  !  (according  to  my  Judg¬ 
ment)  for  the  whole  Realm  ;  but,  apparently ,  as 
aforefaid,  fatal  to  my f elf  in  the  moft  particular 
Manner.

Howfoever,  Sir  Robert  did  not 
only  get  him  commiflion’d  as  Brigadier  General 
and  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Minorca ,  for  his  Be¬ 
haviour,  but  alfo  got  the  Cameronian  Regiment  fent 
quickly  after  him  to  that  fame  Ijland. 

Captain  Howard  (confider’d  as  a  G^/-Keeper) 
gave  me  the  bed  of  Advice  to  j'ave  my  Body;  but, 
feemed  to  have  no  manner  of  Regard  for  the  Soul ; 
when  he  wanted  me  to  ask  Pardon  of  thefirjl  Of¬ 
fenders  !  (that  forced  me  to  write  in  my  own  De¬ 
fence  !  )  Otherwife,  he  often  faid,  I  lhould probably 
meet  with  most  fever  e  Treatment  at  Minorca ;  hnce 
Brigadier  Anflruther ,  1  a  very  Jlern  Officer/  would 
be  well  informed  of  all  my  Actions. — Juft  as  that 
Captain  Provofl  fuggefted,  fo  it  happened  accord¬ 
ingly  ;  therefore,  I  fancy,  he  muft  have  had  good 
Information,  or  fome extraordinary^//?  of prophecy. 

Prefently  after  my  landing  at  Portmahon,  Bri¬ 
gadier  Anflruther  s  Inftruments  fent  me  to  the 
Drill i  twice  every  Day,  when  off  the  King’s  Duty; 

C  not  with- 
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notwithftanding  I  had  formerly  paffed  feveral  grand 
Reviews,  boffi  in  Hyde-park ,  and  feveral  other 
Places,  with  great  Appiaufe  for  my  Dexterity  at 
Arms  j  and  (not  to  iound  my  own  Trumpet)  can 
ftili  perform  our  old  Exercife  to  Perfection,  either 
before  his  Majefty  (if  required)  or  the  beft  experi¬ 
enc’d  General  Officers  in  England:  But  nevcrthe- 
lefs,  thofe  i  tiling  Tyrants  kept  me  nine  or  ten 
Months  at  Exercife  amongft? new  Recruits  and  Irijh 
Draughts,  after  the  reft  of  mv  Ship-Mates  were 
diffiniffed  from  their  Drill.— Therefore,  1  Ihould 
probably  have  foot  the  Ring-Leader  of  thofe  incar¬ 
nate  Devils,  only  wanted  a  little  Powder  and  Ball; 
fi nee  its  well  known,  that  the  Gamer  onians  had 
none  atlow  d,  not  one  Jingle  Cartridge  upon  Guard, 
ah  the  fir  fi  two  a  ears  after  their  Regiment  arrived 
at  Portmahon. 

Fine  Guards^  in  Time  of  War,  for  the  °reat 
Security  of  Minorca  ! — Several  good  Soldiers  were 
unwilling  to  go  upon  the  King’sDuty  without  load¬ 
ing;  fince  they  were  liable  to  many  grofs  Infults, 
both  fiom  the  Swarms  of  drunken  Sailors  at  all
